JIhe littlo organ which squeaks tho 
▼lews of its masters twico a week ou 
tho banks of tho Frnser is rGfrosliingly 
impertinent whoa it unclortnkca to 
lecture the Victoria press for alloged 
. sectionalism. On WedneBday it 
launched out in a leading article com- 
mencing as follows: — 

"Onr Victoria contninpnrariiH are uni- 
ted iu 0i7iutT out agiiinst Sir. jNiackanzio'ii 
detormiuation tliat tho work of oonainict- 
ing the Ganadiao Pacitio shall uot bccoiu- 
, meuoed tins your." 

Having thus «pokeu, it proceeds 

• with its lecture on sectionaliam, and 
r endeavours to made out that the press 

neither looks nou cares beyond Yan- 
■ couver Island. Now, if the little or- 
gan had spoken thus of itself and its 
little world (New Westminster), tho 
few persons who have watched its 
course most have admitted the irres- 
istible force of its logic. Or even if 
it had confined its remarks to its con- 
frere in this city, there would have 
beeu some show of justice iu the 
charge; for we do recollect, wheu we 
come tu think of it, that our local con- 
temporary adopted for its motto, "No 
teiiiiimis at Es<iuininlt, uo Coufedern- 
tion," ther(3l)y sliowiii^' its reiulino ,s to 
iguore every other pin t and interest. 
Nevertheless, we iiiiist slill question 
tho right of the little organ to Jec .ure 
even the local one ou the subjectof sec- 
tioualism or localism; foi iu chat line it 
is unquestionably without a peer iu this 

• Province. In so far as tliis journal i.^. 
conscerued, the utterances of the little 
organ are as uujust as impertinent. 
"We challenge the production of a sin- 
gle article from our liles iu justifica- 
tion of tho charge. In truth, we have 
repeaterlly had to endure tlie accusa- 
tiou of teuding too uuicli in the oppo- 
site direction — goiug too great a length 
in standing up fur the rights and in- 
terests of the Mainland. It would be 
hypocrisy on our part to ail'ect sur- 
prise at the narrow, jaaudiced, stupid 
view of this railway question adopted 
I y ji r NewWf^stmiiister contemporary ; 
lor we have long been aware oi its in- 
ability to rise above the merest local 
considerations in treating any subj(;ct 
affecting the whole country. The po. 
sitiou of tliis journal on the railway 
question wo snail endeavour briefly to 
define — uot for the l)enolit of otir con- 
temporary, but for general infornui- 
tion: The immediate commencement 
of railway construction between Es- 
quimalt and Nanaimo wo insist upon, 
not because it is on Vancouver Isl.uiil, 
but because it happens to be the only 
part where imniediato construction is 
possible; because the conn a y is en- 
titled to an immediate commence- 
ment, and because an immediate com- 
mencement would benetit tho wliolo 
country by establishiug confidence, 
cmijloying labour, and ci-eatiug better 
markets. We contend for the most 
vigorous prosecution of surveys on the 
Maiulaud, with a view to the location 
of the line and commencement of rail- 
way construction thereon as early 
next year as possible; and we slmil 
insist upon the work of construction 
being commenced at two or more cen- 
tral p6ints beyond the Cascade Range, 
in order that a market may be createtl 
for the products of that pirt of tho 

. country, instead of cousuining foreign 
produce and leaving our own j)eoj)lo 
still without a market, as must ho tiie 
case were the sole commoncciuent 
made on the sea-board. Is there any- 
thing "sectional" in all that? Yet it is 
precisely wliat wo have been advoca- 
ting froui tlio lirst. As regards the 
question of routes, tliat is a matter 
with which we have notiiing to do. It 
is for the engineers, and for them 
ftloDd, to settle that question, and all 
parties must bo content to leave it iu 
tlieir hands. "Were there no serious 
engiiieonng ditliculties to bo over- 
come, llioro uiigi;t bo some room tor 
argument or contention ; but it seems 
prol)ahle that the question of routoB 
on the Mainland will be decided by tl e 
stonier i.nd more arbitrary Jotjic ui 
physical cuiilonindion. Jvevertiiig to 
ihe Bul)ject of railway construction on 
Vancouver Isluud, we submit that 
work should be simultaneously boi'ur. 
at both ends and in the miildlo; — at 
both ends in common justictu to the im- 
portant communities already kept loo 
long wiiitiiig; at the middle to iilTord 
an immediato market for those settlers 
already in the country and in order tu 
promote furthec settlement and agri- 
cultural development; at all three, in 
order to speedy construction.

Sensations in <he Asscnil)lj-— A Meiu- 
bor Forcibly Ejected. 

HvniFAx, N.S., Ai)ril .'iO.— Mr. Wood- 
worth, tho member for King's County, 
was foroibly removed from the House of 
Assembly this afternoon by tU» Sergeant- 

at-Arma umid groat cxciteinf at. 

Tlio HouKO was in Coniinittoo when Mr 
Woudworth entered and took his seat. 

On tho motion of the Provinoial Secre- 
tary, tho Oouimittee adjoarned and the 
Hiiuae ro-assomblod. 

The Speaker then asked Mr. Wood- 
worth if ho was prepared to comply with 
tho tonus of the ro:.olutiou passed yeator- 
day demanding that he apologise. 

Mr. Woodworth said ho was not, and 
remarked that this vras tho first tiuio in a 
free country that a m»n had been askod 
to recito au apology like a school-boy ro- 
peating his A. B.C. He was a free man 
and ft Nova Scotian, and, so God help 
bini, ho would maintaiu his freedom, nor 
iit):ae one jut of bis rights. All tho evi- 
dence uiHin which he had madehisoharge 
had been supi)ressod. Ho had boon pre- 
vented from giving in tho testimony of 
IiIh uw 1 witneHS(!H. IIu had been tho vic- 
tim cif prci)arcd ri'solutions and cauiMia- 
od iiolicies. lIu wa.-! not prepared to 
swallow an apology, after having been 
given no chance to uiaku an apology of 
his own. His colleague.s would support 
hiai. Ho knew the people would sup- 
port him, and ho would never aliato a 
jot of his position, nor t-'ake one word 
of apology. 

Tho Attoruoy-Oenoral then moved aa a 
resolution that Mr. Woodworth be re- 
el ui red to withdraw until the apology was 
made. 

Mr. Woodworth refused to leave tho 
House. 

Tho Altornoy-General then moved ano- 
ther leaolntion that Mr. Woodworth be 
forcibly removed by tlio Borgf ant-ut-Aruis 
and not permitted to enter until tho apo- 
logy was made. 

On this reaoluf ion passing, tho Speaker 
directed tho Sergeant-at Anns and lii;* as- 
sistant to rumovo Mr. Woodworth, which 
they (lid. Tiio crowded galleries elieered 
Mr. Woodward and hissed the .Speaker. 
An u;teni|)t wi's ui.^do to (dear tho galler- 
ies, but tho people would not move. Ex- 
c'tcment ran high and for a few moments 
things wore an Ufjly look. 

Mr. Woodworth left the House, follow- 
ed by the crowd of people, who cheered 
hirnhiMtily. 

An iridijioation meeting was then liold 
in front of the building, wliieh was ad- 
dressed by Mr. Woodworth. Ho detail- 
ed the ciroumstances that led to his mak- 
ing the charpte against the Provincial Se- 
cretary, and t(dd tho story of the Coni- 
miltco, mid it.s proceedings and report. 
He evidently liad the synip.'Uhy of the 
people at the close of his speech.

Tlteso proportioii.s 
i.'oiislitnte for a teinperato climate, and 
with a liioilertito degree of exereisp, a 
model [ooil, So if wheat were eaten in 
its iiatiirul coiiililioii, witlimil bolting, il 
would su|j[)ly all tlio needed elements. of 
the liuujun body, and would sustain life 
for nu indefinite period. But in tho 
process of bolting a largo proportion of 
the nitrates and phosphides aro removod; 
so thiit bread mii lo of superior fino Hour 
will sustain life only a few weeks. 

Perhaps tho most ])alatablo w.av in 
which wheat can bo eaten is when boil- 
ed wholu, and used with a little cream. 
]'\)r myself, I have never eaten any food 
so sweet and natisfactory to tho palate as 
boiled wheat. When visitingsomo frioiids 
in Georgetown, Ky., many years ago, I 
was invited to diun with Profossor Thom- 
as, of tliocollogo located in that city. 
Mrs. Tliuiiias served as a dessert boiled' 
wheat with oreaui aod sugar. At that 
time X,bnd never eaten it. The company 
—which was' a large one— unanimously 
voiod that tliey bad never ptiten a des- 
Bort so delieicnis. I liavo tried it many 
times siuoo, and am always surprised that 
an article of food so cheap, so easily pre 
pared .and every way BO desirable, should 
not And general favour.

•at, and add, if you please, butter and

He wisb- 
cd to know who woro goin-i^ to compen- 
sate hotol-keonet.s for the Iohs of thoir 
bu.siDQSH'i' III Vicloriu, which he con- 
sidered the finest city in the world, 
and whore the liquor traffic was not 
restrieted, the arrests for drunkenness 
did not exceed oiio per mouth. Pass 
a prohibiLiuii law, and druukonness 
would iiicroasG loiifold. It was tho 
curso of Maine, and wouhl Ijo of Cana- 
da jf adopted by Piii'Jiumeut. Tho par- 
sons were in favor of it, of com so, be- 
cause tboy believed it would pub moio 
inonoy on their plates ovoiy Sunday. 
Ho qiiofoil fmiii one of Arclibisliop 
Mauning's .specolio.s, to hIiow tli.it this 
high authority oppo.sed ])rohibition. 
IIo (Mr. Biinst(^r) believed his aniaud- 
mniit was .siifo in tho hands of the in- 
telligent menibors of this House, 
(Laughter. } Liquor dealers and brew- 
ers wore generally as liberal as any 
other classes of tradesmen. Sir Arthur 
Guineas contributed £l.-)(),000 tn build 
St. Patrick's Cathedral in Dublin. He 
(Mr. Baiister) maintained that there 
wiis a liU'ge (:>c[iortatio)i of liquor from 
Ciuiadii to Europe, Australia and the 
Paoitic, and IhiF, trailio should not be 
ruined.
